“If the Federal Government 
may determine the wages and

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NEW BEDFORD, Mass., May 27. 
—The New England cotton textile 
industry, which subscribed hopeful- 
ly two years ago to Code No. 1, the 
Keystone of all the codes of fair 
practice under the National Recov- 
ery Act which were to help business 
emerge from the doldrums, is hang- 
ing on the ropes today, helpless and 
almost out, lifting its voice once 
more for the Government to save 
it. 

The code has not saved it, al- 
though it may have helped either 
to prolong its demise or to carry it 
over the deepest agonies of the de- 
pression. At any rate, New En- 
gland cotton textile men want the 
code continued and strengthened. 
But natural forces, some operative 
before the code was agreed upon 
and some arising since that date, | 
have conspired to place the entire 
cotton textile industry of the coun- 
try in jeopardy, according to mill 
men here, and the New England 
mills are in dire straits because 
of the differential between northern | 
and southern wage scales.

By 1932 this valua- 
tion had shrunk to $15,654,700, of 
which about $6,500,000 was in land 
and buildings and 
000,000 approximately in machinery. 
The number of spindles in the city 
had decreased from 3,778,848 to 1,- 
982,004, and such was the state of 
the industry that the tax valuation 
per active spindle had dropped 
from $22.99 to $9.77.

SCHEME TO SOCIALIZE. 
BRITISH COTTON TRADE 


Labor Congress to Consider 
Proposal for Government 
Corporation to Control. 


By the Associatei Press. 

LONDON, May 27.—The general 
council of the Trades Union Con- 
gress today issued its scheme for 
the socialization of the British cot- 
ton industry. 

It will be discussed by the United 
Textile Workers’ Association at 
Blackpool within a few days, and 
by the Trades Union Congress at 
Margate in September, and _ the 
Labor Party Congress in October, 

Under the T. U. C. plan, the in- 
dustry would be _ controlled and 
operated by a British cotton corpo- 
ration which from the appointed 
day would take over all business 
undertakings engaged in the spin- 
ning, manufacturing, finishing, 
packing and marketing of cotton 
goods and mixed fabrics. The 
basis of compensation would be the 
reasonable net maintainable reve- 
nue of the undertakings concerned. 

The form to be taken by this 
compensation might be that of 
terminable annuities, or of redeem- 
able Government bonds bearing in- 
terest paid out of the proceeds of 
the industry. In no case, how- 
ever, would shareholders have any 
i voting rights or rights of foreclos- 
ure. An arbitration tribunal would 
be established to determine the 
|}amount of fair compensation to be 
| paid.

States with incomes in 


T THE present time, all single persons 
excess of $1000, and all married persons 


with incomes in excess of $2500, are re- 
guired to file income tax returns. In addi- 


tion to the personal exemption, a credit of 
$400 for each minor child or other depend- 
ent is allowed. An earned-income deduc- 
tion of 10 per cent may also be claimed 
on amounts up to $14,000, the maximum 
deduction on this account thus being $1400. 

Under the provisions of the British budget 


for the fiscal vear running from April 1, 
1935, to March 31, 1936, submitted to the 
House of Commons bv Chancellor of the 


kixchequer Neville Chamberlain on April 15, 


1985, single persons in Great Britain are 
granted an exemption of £125 +¢$625) and 
married persons an exemption of £170 
($850). A further credit of £50 ($250) is al- 
lowed for each minor child. An earned-in- 
come deduction of 20 per cent is also al- 
lowed. except that this deduction may not 


exceed t300 ($1500). The first £135 ($675) of 
income in excess of credits and deductions 
is taxable at one-third the standard rate. 
or 7's per cent, and the remainder at the 
standard rate of 22‘. per cent. Incomes 
exceeding £2000 ($10,000) are subject also 
to surtax, 

In both the United States and Great 
Britain, the earned-income deduction is 
reckoned On the basis of the whole net in- 
come before subtraction of the personal ex- 
emption, and so operates to raise the ef- 
fective amount of the personal exemption. 
Thus, a married man in the United States. 
Without dependents, whose income is all 
earned, does not have to pav tax unless his 
income amounts to about $2780. or $53 a 


week. The corresponding individual in 
Great Britain begins to pay when his in- 
come exceeds $1060, or about $20 a week. 
The single man in the United States is 


obliged to pay tax on an income exceeding 
$1100, or $21 a week, while the single man 


in Great Britain has to pay on an income 
of $800, or $15 a week.

He offered for sale $100,- 
000,000 in 3 per cent bonds of 1946- 
48, to supplement and bear the same 
date as $825,000,000 of this issue sold 
June 15, 1934. 


But since these bonds now are 
quoted on financial markets, at 
more than $103, Morgenthau said 
that all bids for the additional issue 
will be thrown out if they fall be- 
low the par value of the securities.

Included in 
this dust are infectious respiratory 
droplets and irritating pollens, to 
savy nothing of vegetable § fiber, 
hairs, carbon and ashes, which are 
not only irritating and toxic to the 
exposed part of the human body, 
but these particles become vehicles 
ifor infectious forms of bacteria. 
These conditions are combated tn 
air conditioning systems by the use 


of water spravs through which the 


air to be cooled is passed, or by dry 


air filters. Air washing is effective 
in removing dust and pollen from 
the air, but not very effective in re- 


moving soot and other oilv particles. 
This method of filtering is not prac- 
tical, because of the cost. for othe

The most° poputar and 
used filters are of the plate or 
cous type. 
perforated metal sheets, or 
covered with soft cotton or

The vis- 
‘cous type filters are made of steel 
‘wool or glass wool 
viscous substance. This wool, 
like excelsicr, is packed in 
frames, usually two inches in width 
and of various diameters.
